REGULATIONS 
3 . Control of the Fund . The control of the Fund shall vest 
in the Board and shall be exercised on its behalf by the 
Secretary who will be the controlling officer for the purposes 
of these Regulations. 

4 . Acceptance of Regulations by Subscribers . - Every sub 
scriber must on joining the Fund sign a certificate in token of 
acceptance of the Regulations contained in this part in Form 
A . 

5 . Constitution and Management of the Fund . The Fund 
shall be administered by the Secretary . The benefit of these 
Regulations may be derived by all permanent employees of 
the Board in accordance with these Regulations. 

6 . Nominations. - ( 1 ) The Secretary shall as soon as may be, 
after a subscriber joins the Fund require to make a nomina 
tion in form B conferring on one or more persons the right 
to receive the amount that may stand to his credit in the 
Fund , in the event of his death before that amount has be 
come payable , or having become payable , has not been paid . 

Provided that if at the time of making the nomination the 
subscriber has a family , the nomination shall not be in favour 
of any person or persons other than the member of his family . 

( 2 ) If a subscriber nominates more than one person , he 
shall specify in the nomination the amount or share payable 
to each of the nominees in snch manner as to cover the whole 
of the amount that may stand to his credit in the Fund 
at any time. 

(3 ) If at the time of making the nomination a subscriber has 
no family , he shall make a nomination in Form C and pro 
vide therein that it shall become invalid in the event of his 
subsequently acquiring a family . 

(4 ) If a subscriber at any time after making a nomination 
acquires a family , he shall send to the Secretary a notice in 
writing cancelling the nomination together with a fresh 
nomination made in accordance with the provision of this 
Regulation . 

(5 ) A nomination may be cancelled by a subscriber provided 
that it is replaced at the same time by another nomination 
which is permitted to be made under this Regulation . 


(6 ) Every nomination made, and every notice of cancella 
tion given , by a subscriber chall , to the extent that it is valid , 
take effect, on the date on which it is received by the Secre 
tary . 

(7 ) On t ne death of a nominee a subscriber shall make a 
fresh nomination . 

7 . Banking Accounts of the subscribers. The sums deducted 
from the salary bills of the subscribers on account of (a ) 
subscription under Regulation 9 and ( b ) recoveries of 
temporary advances including interest under Regulation 13 
and the sums realised from the sale of Govt . Securities pur 
chased under Regulation 8 including interest together with 
the contribution of the Board under Regulation 10 shall be 
paid into the Bank for credit to separate accounts to be open 
ed on behalf of each individual subscriber in the official 
designation of the Secretary . Such payments shall , as far as 
possible , be made into the Bank between the 1st and 4th day 
of each month so that the full amount of interest may 
accrue, The Board s contribution shall be charged in the 
Board s Account under the head Provident Fund . 

8 . Investment in Govt. Securities. - Deposits up to a maximum 
of 50 percent, may, with the consent of the subscribers and 
the controlling officer , be withdrawn and invested in such 
Government Securities as may be approved by the Chief Com 
missioner . 

9. Conditions , Rates and realisation of Subscription . - ( 1 ) The 
subscription to the Fund shall be made at the rate of 61 % 
on a subscriber s emoluments. 


( 2 ) Each monthly subscription shall be recovered from the 
subscriber by deduction of the amount of such subscription 
from the salary bill for the month provided that in calcula 
ting the deduction to be made, fractions of a rupee shall be 
disregarded . 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything herein before contained in 
this Regulation no person shall be required or permitted to 
subscribe to the Fund while absent on leave other than leave 
on full pay or average pay . 

10 . Contribution by the Board . - The Board shall contribute 
monthly to the account of each subscriber an amount equal 
to the amount of his subscription : 

Provided that if a subscriber resigns within five years of his 
admission to the Fund , except on account of illness or any 
other cause which the Board may consider sufficient or has 
been dismissed from service of the Board , the Board may 
deduct from the sum standing at his credit in the Fund the 
whole or any part of the contribution made by it to his fund 
and the interest thereon .

Advances from the Fund . - ( 1 ) The controlling officer , 
may with the sanction of the Board grant a temporary 
advance from the amount standing to his credit in the fund 
not exceeding three month s basic pay or half the accumula 
tions at his credit i. e . the amount contributed by the subs 
criber inc uding interest accrued thereon whichever is less , to 
the subscriber , for any of the following purposes: 

( a ) To pay expenses incurred in connection with illness 
of the subscriber or a member of his family actually depended 
on him . 


(b ) To pay obligatory expenses in connection with 
marriages, funerals or ceremonies, which by the subscriber s 
religion it is incumbent upon him to perform .

( a ) If a nomination made by the subscriber in accordance 

with the provisions of Regulation 6 in favour of a 
member or members of his family subsists , the amount 
standing to his credit in the fund or the part there 
of to which the nomination relates shall become 
payable to his nominee or nominees in accordance 

with the nomination . 
(b ) If no sucn nomination in favour of member or 

members of the family of the subscriber subsists , or 
if such nomination relates only to a part of the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund , the whole 
amount or the part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate, as the case may be, shall , notwith 
standling any nomination purporting to be in favour 
of any person or persons other than a member or
